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TOOK POISON. 


Judge J. C. Normile Ends His 
Own Life. 


Fragic Climax of His Suit for 


Libel. 


HIS BODY FOUND IN His ROOM ON WASH- 
INGTON AVENUE. 


AWNumber of Notes Written to Friends 
Apprising Them ot His Act and 
Ascribing Certain Reasons for It— 
Preparations Which He Made for 
Death—Statements of Those Oon- 
cerned—Arrangements for the Inquest. 


When the hearingin Judge James Chester 
Normile’s libel suit against the Post-Dis- 
PATCH was about to be adjourned yesterday 
afternoon, Judge Normile, plaintiff 
in the suit, whose deposition was 
being taken, aroused himself apparently 
from a slight reverie into which he had 
Zalien during the controversy between the 
lawyers with which the hearing closed. 

** At what time?’’ he asked. 

**Ten to-morrow,’’ answered his attorney, 
Chester H. Krum. 

**Gentlemen, I ask you if you can make it 11 
©’clock?’’ : 

**Certainly,’’ said John D. Johnson, the 
attorney for the Post-DISPATCH, and with 
this understanding the hearing was ad- 
gourneda. 

At.ll o’clock this morning Commissioner 
Crane, Attorneys Johnson, Krum and Joseph 
Laurie and several newspaper reporters and 
stenographers were awaiting Judge Normile 
in the Commissioner’s office. Commissioner 
Crane was not well, and it was intended to 
hbavethe Judge on the stand but a short 
while. Fifteen minutes passed, and every- 
body became impatient. 

**Where is the Judge?’’ one asked the other. 

Mr. Krum said that he had received since 
the last session a note from his client which 
seemed strange. It asked him to tell the 
Judge’s nephew that the Judge had a lotin 
Eureka Springs, and added that the 
writer would explain later what he meant. 
Strange to say, nobody gave more than a 
passing thoughttothis. The Commissioner

waited, chatting with the lawyers until 
11:45. Then a reporter came into the room in 
haste, 

‘*Judge Normile has killed himself in his 
house!’’ he said. 

The waiting men jumped from their chairs 
with one exclamation of horror. The state- 
ment was repeated. The Commissioner and 
the lawyers looked at each other, and the 
attorneys, taking up their briefs, left the 
office. 

ON THE WITNESS STAND. 

Judge Normile probably knew when he 
asked for the adjournment to ll o’clock 
to-day that he would not be present. The 
examination had been a severe ordeal to 
him. He was on the witness stand all of 
yesterday morning. He went to Eureka 
Springs last week upon the adjournment of 
his court and returned Monday to become the 
first witness in the case. Before he 
went to the Commissioner’s office, he spent 
an hour in his own office at the Four Courts. 
Several of his friends called on him there. 
He spoke of the suit and was greatly troubied 
about its outcome. He was told thatthe 
Post-DIsPATCH had obtaihed complete ab- 
etracts of the records of the Criminal Court 
since he had gone on the bench, and that 
matters pertaining to his administration 
were being gone into that he had thought 
were forgotten. He appeared greatly per- 
turbed, and this disturbance of mind 
was increased when his testimony 
began in the Commissioner’s office. Chester 
H. Krum, his attorhey, made a hard legal 
fightto prevent Commissioner Crane from 
allowing John D, Johnson, the counsel of the 
Post-DisPaTcH, to question the Judge on his 
past life, but the Commissioner said this was 
a proper line of investigation, and admitted 
the questions, Atthe outset the Judge saw 
that his past was to be laid open like a book. 

‘*Where were you born?’’ asked the at- 
torney. 

Judge Normile has always indirectly or 
otherwise represented that he was a native 
ofthis country. An early autobiography, in 
Reavis’ History, is silent on the subject of 
his birthplace. In the manual of Secretary 
of State A. A. Lesueur, which contains short 
sketches of prominent Missouiians written 
by themselves, Judge Normile is described as 
hawing been born in Levisiana. The Judge 
knew that there were many who might 
be put on the witness stund 
to testify that they had received the impres- 
sion from him that he had been born in this 


**] was actually born in Ireland.’’ 
Questions as to his naturalization fol- 
lowed. He did not answer, although 
he professed in an aside to his 
attorney his willingness to doso. His at- 
torney objected, and the record then showed 
that the Judge had i not answered 
that he was a citizen, Doubtless, 
he saw the position in which this was to 
Place him. His nervousness grew into agita- 
tion as the questioning continued. He was 
ressed upon his knowledge of the law, and 
eil back on his attorney’s help. The hear- 
ing was adjourned to give Commissioner 
Crane time to prepare a ruling upon the ad- 
mission of more —— touching 
on the Judge’s judicial conduct. He 
knew what they were to be and left the office 
withan uneasy mind, Part of the after- 
noon he spent down town with com- 
panions who tried toinspirit him. Before he 
went to his room he spent some time in the 
back room of a saloon, where he found 
temporary relief from the depression that 
was overcoming him, What passed in the 
room no one knows. But it is certain that 
the effects of the stimulant wearing off he 
found himself unable to face another day 
under cross questioning as to his conduct on 
the bench. ‘here oe to him to be only 
one way out of it, and he took it.

ON THE GRAVE’'S BRINK. 

For more than a year the atrocious libelers of the 
POST-DISPATCH have had me on the rack. Thev have 
have almost unfitted me from performing my 
judicial duties, and made life little else than a pro- 
tracted torture. I had concluded to go to the office 
and kill Florence White, but I have just this morn- 
ing abandoned this purpose, as shrink 
from taking human life, especially while 
being Judge, I cannot fight this paper in the courts. 
The lawis slow, and it would be more thana year 
probably before j could getthe damage suit brought 
to trial. I crave for rest, which, alas! I must seek in 
— grave upon whose brink I penned these closing 

nes. 

Mr. Krum took the book from the officer, 
and read the statement.

The policeman put out his hand. ‘‘No, sir, 
don’ttakethat,’’ said he. ‘*Il don’t know 
what the Chief would say.’’

None of them touched anything till Attorney 
Johnson picked up the pistol and looked into 
the cylinder.

**It must have been prussic acid,’’ said Mr. 
Krum. ‘‘See how his hands are contracted. 
He must have died in convulsions.’’ 

Officer Armstrong broke in, speaking up 
briskly, ‘‘Now, gentlemen,’’ said he, ‘‘I 
must ask you to vacate the room,’’

the door, put his back to it and waited for 
the Coroner's arrival. 

JUDGE NORMILE’S ROOM. 

The third storv front. room which Judge 
Normile occupied has three windows looking 
out on Washington avenue. The entrance 
is through a door in the 
southeast corner at the to 
of the stairway leading from the secon 
floor. The head of the bed wasagatinst the 
east wall of the room and only a few 
feet north of the doorway, 60 
any one on’ the landing without 
could easily bave seen him lying on it 
through the screen door. The bureau was 
situated between two of the win- 
dows and on the south wall 
there was a set of weights and 
pulieys for exercising, suchas are generally 
seen in gymnasiums, and a pair of Indian 
clubs. At the head of the bed and 
between it and the door was the or- 
dinary cane seat office cnhatir, on 
which lay the pistol, the glass and the memo- 
randum book containing his last lines, 
Above these on the edge of a book- 
case Wasa small alarm clock. On a table 
near the exercising machine was 
an unopened package from the Adams Ex- 
press Co. and an umbrella. Near this 
was a chair with underclothes 
on it, and 3 pair of 
quarter tan shoes with white 
lay on the floor at its foot. His bath sli 
were lying at the foot of the bed near the 
bureau, and his outer clothes were on @ rack 
onthe wallin the southwest corner of the 
room. 

On the wall at the head of the bed, between 
it and the window, was what was evidently a 
life-size oil portrait of Judge Normile, painted 
when he was some ten or twelve yeurs 
younger. This, with the exception of some 
small steel engravings, were the only-pict- 
ures in the room. 

AT STUART’S DRUG STORE THIS MORNING. 

Judge Normile was a frequent visitor at 
William A. Stuart’s pharmacy at the south- 
east corner of Washington avenue and Four- 
teenth street, and called there twice this 
morning while absent from his room, be- 
tween the hours of 7and9:30 o’clock. His 
first call was made about 8 
o’clock, and, after talking for awhile, 
with Mr. Stuart he requested the druggist to 
draw up a check for $20 on the Continental 
National Bank in his (Stuart’s) favor. The 
check was drawn up and duly signed by Judge 
Normile, who received in return $20 in cash 
from Mr. Stuart. The Judge explained in 
asking for the money that he needed a little 
cash and that about $20 would suffice. 
This money he probably wanted to pay his 
landlady. The signature to the note shows 
a little nervousness, but nothing marked. 
Col. Normile left the store, but returned 
again in fifteen or twenty minutes. Mr. 
Stuart was at breakfast, The Judge called him 
down stairs, and apologizing for disturbing 
him, told Mr. Stuart that he wanted him to 
signa paper. This paper was a will written 
in lead pencil, Judge Normile remarked that 
it was a little formality he always went 
through before going anywhere and stated 
that he believed it was necessary to have 
two witnesses to a will. Mr. Stuart 
thought the proceeding a little strange, but 
complied with the request and affixed his 
signature to the document, 
it, as Judge Normile hastily folded it up, but 
the druggist saw the closing clause, ‘‘this is 
my last will and _  testament.’’ The 
Judge departed with another apology for 
disturbing Mr. Stuart. After he had finished 
breakfast the druggist saw the Judge pass 
twice in front of his window as though anx 
ious toenterandtalkto him, but uncertain 
about doing so. Going outside Mr. Stuart 
saw Col. Normile walk up and down 
in.Aront* of the Exposition Building 
on the Thirteenth street side at 
least a dozen times, evidently meditating on 
something. king up and discovering that 
the druggist was watching him, the Judge 
darted down §t. Charles street. Mr. Stuart 
saw no more of him until he behald his 
dead : ~The druggist states 
that Judge Normile did not 
ask for any drugs at his store, but the actions 
of the ma reso pecullar that Mr. stuart 
felt that ething was wrong. AstheJudge 
was a man who did not relish being 
questioned Mr. Stuart says he did not care to 
say anything to him. 

MRS. CRANE’S STATEMENT. 

No. 1422 Washington avenue in which Judge 

Norniile took his life is the west house cfa

Usent the notes to the parties to whom 
they were addressed and did not go near 
Judge Normile’s room again until 
lt o’clock. He was. still in_ bed 
and I knocked but he did notawake. He has 
ascreen dooron hisroom andl could see 
himin bed. He had sucha ghastly pallor 
that I knew there was something wrong with 
him and feit that he was dead. On going in 
the room I found he was cold and stiff. 
Then I sent across the street for Dr. Yarnell, 
who came over and pronounced the Judge 
dead. That glass and revolver were on the 
chair beside him just as they are now and I 
disturbed nothing in the room, wanting to 
keep everything intact until the Coroner ar- 
rived to take charge of things.’’ 

**Did Judge Normile say anything that 
would lead you to believe that he intended 
ending his life?’’ 

**No; he was a man who seldom spoke. He 
had been rooming at my house for over seven 
years and I never questioned him about 
anything. When he wave me those notes 
this morning I asked him no guestions about 
them, but sent them to the parties addressed 
as he requestged.’’ 

‘*Did he appear despondent of late?’’ 

**No, 1 did not notice 
he was. This morning he 
the room rent due me, but I, of course, at- 
tached noimportance tothat. In fact, I had 
no intimation of his intention to take his life 
and was greatly shocked when I found him 
dead at 11 o’clock this morning.’’ 

WAS VERY MUCH WORRIED. 

A brother of Mrs. Crane, who was present 
in the room just before the body was re- 
moved, said tothe officers: ‘*‘Judge Normile 
notified us last Saturday that he would be 
home from Eureka and we accordingly had 
his room fixed and ready for him. He 
caine in Monday morning and 
went to his room as usual. 
Tnis morning he gave my sister two 
notes to be sent out for him. He bas appeared 
to be very much troubled of late and walked 
around asthough he were half dazed. He 
was avery sensitive man.’’ 

HIS NOTE TO JUDGE KRUM. 

Before he swallowed the fatal dose Judge 
Normile wrote a short note to Judge Chester 
H. Krum, his attorney. It was written in 
pencil, addressed to ‘‘Judge Krum, Commer- 
cial Building,’’ and marked ‘‘Important.’’ 
It read as follows: 

My DrarR JupGE KruM—If you will drop a line to 
my nephew, William Normile, Purcell. Doniphan 
County, Kan., he will give you my father’s natural- 

papers. which will prove the falseness of 
Johnson’s malicious fling yesterday. NORMILE. 

N. .—Tell Bob Noonan, Eighth ana Chestnut 

streets, that 1 own a lot at Eureka Springs, Ark. 
NORMILE. 

Judge Krum said this afternoon: ‘‘I thought 
the note had a strange ring to it, asI saw 
nothing particularly important about it. 
The postscript I could not understand at all. 
When lIlearned of his death I saw what the 
end of the note meant.’’ 

COL. SWIFT NON-COMMUNICATIVE. 

Col. W. H. Swift, who wasin company with 
Judge Normile yesterday afternoon, was 
asked to-day if there Was anything inthe 
manner and conduct of the deceased to 
arouse any suspicion that he was 
thinking or suicide. Col. Swift. 
replied: ‘‘Il was with Judge Normile 
for a while yesterday, but I must decline to 
say anything about him.what he said or any- 
thingelse. isincerely regret his death and 
thatis about all I care to say.’’ 

DR. YARNELL’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. M. Yarnell of 1501 Washington avenue, 
who was summoned by Miss Crane when she 
thought Judge Normile was dying, madea 
burried trip across the street, but got there 
rae late. The Judge had then breathed his 
ast, 

Dr. Yarnell was seen fifteen minutes later 
by a Post-DIsPpaTcu representative. He 
said, ‘‘I was surprised immeasurably when 
I reached Judge Normile’s room and found 
him dead... I did not believe it suicide until I 
read the letter. That left no room 
for doubt. Miss Crane told me 
that the Judge complained when he entered 
the house between 10 and’!l o’clock that he 
was feeling very unwell and intended to re- 
tire forawhile. She became alarmeda few 
minutes later and hastily summoned me, 
My impression assoon asI heard of his last 
writing was that he had taken some poison 
ofa most deadly nature. At his bedside was 
a revolver resting on a chair. Why he had 
placed it there is more than I can say.’’ 

IN BRIGHT SPIRITS LAST EVENING. 

Those who saw Judge Norniile in Car- 
mody’s saloon on Sixth street, just south of 
Olive street, between 4 and5-°30 o’clock last 
evening, saw nothing In his demeanor that 
would indicate that he contemplated self- 
destruction. A friend of the deceased 
went in that resort shortly before 5 o’clock, 
saw Judge Normile sitting at a table with 
Col, W. H. Swift, Judge Krumand Mr. Den- 
nis Devoy. 

They were all chatting pleasantly and 
Judge Normile seemedin excellent spirits. 
Col, Swift was telling some funny stories and 
Judge Normile seemed to enjoy them as 
well as the other members ofthe party. On 
the table in front of them were a couple of 
empty bottles labeled ‘*‘Pommery § Sec.’’ 
After leaving the table they adjourned to the 
barand had some more champagne. Some 
of the patrons who saw the Judge drinking 
wine ata public bar expressed surprise, as 
it was not his custom to do this. When he

JUDGE NORMILE’S WILL. 

The most astounding and for some time 
the most inexplicable mail matter R. M. 
Noonan ever received was handed to him 
this morning by the postman who makes the 
rounds of the real estate offices. It 
was some time after the mail 
carrier left before Mr. Noonan 
had time to look at his letters and several of 
them he had opened and read before he came 
to one addressed in the familiar hand-writ- 
ing of Judge Normile. There was nothing 
unusual or strange in receiving a communi- 
cation from the Judge, as Mr. Noonan was 
his realestate agent. It wasthe contents of 
the envelope, directed by Judge Normile, 
that startled Mr. Noonan so that the letter 
fell from his trembling hands. It wasas 
follows: 


Robert M. Noonan, Esq.: 

DEAR NOONAN—Accompanying this is my ‘wil!, 
just drawn in pencil. ou will find deed to that 
Eleventh street property in my boxinthe Safe De- 
posit Co., Sixth and Locust. Have it secured at 
once. NORMILE. 

Mr. Noonan could scarcely believe ‘iis 
senses. Collecting his thoughts he sollio- 
quized: ‘‘Whatdoesthis mean? This looks 
like someone contemplated suicide.’’ 

Examining further, Mr. Noonan found the 
will, with some special directions as to the 
management and disposition of some of the 
property. 

Judge Normile’s estate consists principally 
of the new building and lot at No. 414 North 
Eleventh street, recently completed at a 
cost of $10,000. This property is free of all 
incumbrance, and is valued at $25,000. In 
addition tothis the Judge held some farm 
property and some mining stock also. 

Under the public excitement incidental to 
to the sudden death of Judge Normile, Mr. 
Noonan, whom the deceased made executor 
of his will, not . like to take 
the personal responsibility of giving the 
document to the press for publication until 
it was suggested that he could relieve him- 
self of any censure in the matter by follow. 
ing the usual proceedure with regard to wills, 
that is fle the paper withthe Probate Court. 
Mr. Noonan immediately acted upon this sug- 
gestion and filed the will. While this business 
was eg bears and before the usual entry 
in filing had been made the Public Ad- 
ministrator appeared to file let- 
ters of administration upon Judge 
Normile’s estate. On being informed by 
Judge Woerner that there was no necessity 
for that as the deceased Judge's will had 
been filed for Probate, the Public Adminis- 
trator withdrew.

THE INQUEST TO- MORROW. 
Judge Normile’s body after remaining at 
the housea couple of hours was removed 
to the Coroner’s office, where it 
was placed In the room used by the Coroner 
as a private office. The inquest will be held 
some time to-morrow. The Ancient Order of 
United Workmen of which the deceased was a 
member, will take. charge of the remains 
afterthe inquest. In accordance with his 
will, his body will have to be cremated and 
his ashes thrown in the Mississippi River. 


&ketch of Judge Normile. 

James C, Normile was bornin Ireland Oct. 
6, 1844. When quite young he came to this 
country with his parents, who settled in 
Kansas, Asthey werein moderate circum- 
stances young Normile was quite early 
thrown upon his own resources. He did not 


have the advantages of schooling, but his 
thirst for knowledge Was great, and ne got 
together some books and studied by him- 
self. The studious young fellow attracted 
the attention of Senator Jas. H. Lane, who 
induced him to go to Washington. In 1860 
young Normile was at the National Capital 
and in attendance upon a schoolkept bya 
clergyman ofthe name of Lowry. This was 
a sort of preparatory school; and 
in 1862 he entered the celebrated 
Georgetown University, and in 1865 
he entered the law department of 
the Columbian University at Washington and 
graduated therefrom in 1868. He then took 
. post graduate courseatthe same institu- 
tion. 

During the war he served several months 
in the defense of Washington, and, in 1866 or 
1867, he was appointed special Indian Com- 
missioner for the performance of certain du- 
ties in the Indian Territory, and it was from 
ursuance of an old law, 
that he derived the title of Colonel, 

In 1869 he came to 8t. Louls and has been 
continuously a resident of the city ever since. 
He very soon distinguished himself by his 
successful defense of a prisoner charged 
with murder and speedily got intoa good 

ractice. in 1872 he was elected Circuit At- 
orney, Judge Wilson Primm being on the 
bench. His term expired in 1876, but that 
year he had been elected Judge oftue Crimi- 
nal Court, and in 18909 he was again elected to 
the same position. 

Judge Normile was an easy and graceful 
speaker. Hewas especially famed for his 
oratorical efforts before the Knights of St. 
Patrick, and when that body was arranging 
areception to Justin McCarthy, the Irish 
patriot, Judge Normile was selected to de- 
liver the address of welcome to the dls- 
tinguished visitor. His speech on that occa- 
sion was a very graceful effort.

The noblest flower of the present month !s 
the tree peony, and those who have not got 
it in thelr gardens shouldtry and find room 
for it. For considerably morethan a thou- 
sand years it has been cultivated by the 
Chinese, and they have raised hundreds of 
magnificent varieties and keptthem care- 
fully, so thatthey did not passout of the 
country. 

In Japan, also, it is a great flower, and, 
like the chrysanthemum anda the iIris,is.abun- 
dantin that country in many fine forms, 
some of which are now at last being brought 
tous. But, fortunately, we are not entirely 
dependent upon such uucertain sources for 
our plants, as for some years past English 
and continental raisers have been at work 
upon the tree pecny, and they have been re- 
warded with some sterling productions. 

The first tree peony was brought into this 
country rather more than 100 years ago, 
through the instrumentality of Sir Joseph 
tanks, who had heard of its existence and 
popularity in Chinese gardens. A few others 
were obtained later on, but down to 1850 
there were not a dozen aistinct kinds in cul- 
tivation. In recent years, however, the 
flower has been greatly improved. Doubtless 
there area great many kinds much alike, 
but there are also magnificent Varieties that 
we ought to possess and grow as we do good 
roses. 

Among the early varieties that came to this 
country was one with single flowers, which 
were white, with a dark crimson stain at the 
base of the petals. ‘This was, and still is, 
supposed to be the typeand parent of the 
now numerous and lovely progeny in exist- 
ence. Occasionally, and often where least 
expected, one meets with a grand plant of 
this anda similarly colored double-flowered 
variety. 

A short time back, when passing along the 
roadin a remote country district, wesaw 
two magnificerm plants of this kind, one on 
each side of the walk leading upto a farm 
house. They were each more than four feet 
in height, almost as much in diameter and 
bearing scores of blooms. Many years must 
elapse before a specimen of such dimensions 
is obtained, for, although tree peonies grow 
vigorously enough, three parts of the growth 
made dies back each season to where a prom- 
inent bud is formed. 

One great point in their favor, however, {s 
that they commence to bloom in quite a 
young state, and plants that are little more 
than one foot high will bear four or five great 
flowers, and these, with the ample foliage 
that clothes the shoots, make even small 
plants appear of considerable size in their 
summer dress. Above ail plants they need 
good culture, and as,when once planted, they 
are very impatient of disturbance at the root, 
a thorough preparation of the site should be 
made. 

Some care must also be exercised in choos- 
ing the position, for, though the plants are 
in every respect quite hardy, they start into 
growth so soon that frost sometimes injures 
the young shoots. The risk of this is obvi- 
ated by choosing a site where the early morn- 
ing sun does not shine upon the plants, sev- 
eral degrees of frost not having the slightest 
effect upon the shuots if they thaw gradually. 
Itisaneasy matter to arrange some tem- 
porary framework, Over which canvas or 
some other light protecting material could 
be thrown should frost come during the crit- 
ical timeof young growth. In winter pro- 
tection must not on any account be given, 
the aim should rather be to retard growth 
and even then it will start quite soon enough.

WITH A PISTOL. 
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Dr. Walter Coles Kills Himself 
This Morning. 


He Leaves a Note Explaining the Cause 
of His Act. 


DE. MARION TOLKACZ ATTEMPTS TO END 
HIS LIFE WITH A REVOLVER. 


Dr. Coles’ Deadly Deed Shocks the Oc- 


cupants of the Bank of Commerce 
Building, Where It Occurred—Sickness 
the Reason for His Suicide—Cause of 
Dr. Tolkacz’s Attempt Not Known, 


At 10:25 o’clock this* morning Dr. Walter 
Coles, the well known physician and medical 
examiner of the Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
and President of the Medical Society, shot 
himself twice through the head in his office 
in the Bank of Commerce building. 

The weapon used was a 38 caliber revolver. 
The physician went about his work with 
deadly deliberation... When the first shot 
failed of effect he never flinched but pressed 
the revolver to his heada second time, this 
time accomplishing his design. He 
then quietly folded his arms across 
his breast, retainingthe revolver in a deadly 
grip. Inthis position hisfriends from ad- 
joining offices found him when they rushed 
into his room. Thetheory for his rash act is 
that he chose death in preferenceto a life 
spent under the dread shadow of an incura- 


ble disease. 

Dr. Coies was President of the St. Louis 
Medical society for 1892. That body will, of 
= make appropriate recognition of his 

eath. 

Dr. J. H. McIntyre, who was called imme- 
diately after the shooting, says that he 
found two bullet holes; one about one and 
one-half inches below the right ear and the 
other about one-half inch further back. 
In the former he conld easily feel a ball, 
which he extracted without difficulty; it was 
flattened. This bail, he thinks, was fired by 
the first shot. Itdid not occasion death or 
even insensibility; on the contrary, Dr. 
Coles seems to have yet had the full posses- 
sion of his senses, for in a minute or so he 
fired again, This ball, Dr. McIntyre thinks, 
is lodged in the middle of the brain. 

ACTED WITH DELIBERATION. 

From the circumstances surrounding the 
suicide the dead man must have decided up- 
on his course with remarkable coulness. He 
arrived home from Lebanon Springs last 
evening and went to the residence of his 
brother, Mr, John Coles, 4527 Richmond 
place. When his brother left the house this 
morning the dead man was reading the 
the paper and anpeared to bein good spirits. 

At 10 o’clock he came downto his office and 
dropped intochat with the officers of the 
insurance company. After opening his office 
he wentintothe adjoining office, occupled 
by the Greenwood Realty Co., and chatted 
inasprightly way withthe office boys. He 
asked particularly after hisson, Walter, an 
anemployeof the Mutual Insurance Co., 
who tis offon his vacation. He left the office 
in quest of a drink of ice-water. 

FIRED TWO SHOTS, 

Ten minutes later the occupants of the 
offices along thé floor were startled by a 
noise resembling the discharge o! a revolver. 
This was followed within halfa minute by an 
unmistakable report, Messrs. Moses Green- 
woodand Judge J. W. Phillips rushed from 
adjoining offices to Dr. Cole’s room atthe 
heaad of the hall where they 
found him lying stretched on his 
leather sofa, his arms foldgd and the blood 
streaming from a bullet wound over the 
rightear. Drs. McIntyre, Webb and Kings- 
bury were summoned immediately, but 
could do nothing. He lived exactly one hour 
after the shooting, expiring at 11:25 o’clock. 
On his desk were round two letters, one ad- 
dressed to his wife and sealed, the other, 
which was opened, addressea to the coroner, 
explaining the cause of his death, 

SOUGHT EUTHANASIA. 

In an envelope, addressed ‘‘To the Coroner 
of St. Louis,’’ and bearing the doctor’s 
house number and telephone number printed 
in one corner was found this letter: 

To the Coroner of St. Louis: 

Death in my case is from a pistol shot fired by my 
own hand. You will arrive at this conclusion, T 
hope, without any unnecessary sawing or carving, 
and when you have completed your investigation, 
please turn my body over to Smithers, the under- 
taker. I will merely add for my own benefit as well 
as for the information of my friends that this isa 
case of euthanasia—a simpie anticipation of the in- 
evitable and the avoidance of further useless pain 
and misery. I find thatlam rapidlylosing the use 
of my lower extremities and lapsing igto a condition 
where I would be useless to myself and a disagree- 
able burden to others. Under such circumstances 
there is nothing ieft for me but to make my exit. 

WALTER COLES. 
DEATH BEFORE DISEASE. 

From the friends of the deceased it was 
learned that since a severe attack of the grip 
three years ago the Doctor had been a 
changed man. Hewas subject to spells of 
moodiness during which he imagined the 
sequel of the sickness would be an attack of 
nervousness that would inevitably end 
in paralysis. A weakness in the 
lower limbs which lately attacked him con- 
firmed his morbid belief. Before leaving for 
Lebanon the tone of his conversation was 
such that to some of his intimate friends this 
morning’s action was not an entirely un- 
looked for act.. 

At the Coroner’s office $114.50 in money, a 
gold watch, compass knife and gold pen were 
found in his pocxets. 

THE DEAD MAN’S FAMILY. 

The deceased had been for many years a 
resident of St. Louls. He was very highly re- 
garded as a citizen and a physician. 

He leaves a wife, two daughters and two 
grown sons. Hischildren areallin Virginia 
at present, having gone onto visit the par- 
rents of both the Doctor and Mrs. Coles, 
The Doctor has-an aged mother residing 
near Charlottsville, Virginia, the family 
home. Besides his immediate family Dr. 
Coles leaves two brothers—Mr,. John Coles, a 
wine merchant of this city, and Mr, Thomas 
Coles of Pittsburg, Pa. 

The family have been notified of their sad 
bereavement by telegrarh, 

In accordance with the request of the de- 
ceased, expressed in his letter to the Coro- 
ner, the body was consigned to Smithers & 
Waggoner, and by them was at once re- 
moved totheir undertaking rooms, 


Dr. Tolkacz’s Attempted Suicide, 


This morning, shortly after 9 0’clock, Dr. 
Marion Tolkacz, a veterinary surgeon, aged 
75, residing at 1204 Second Carondelet avenue 
walked in the Golden. Eagle Loan office of 
S. Van Raalte, 12 and 14 South Fourth street, 
and said he wanted to buy a pistol. His head 


was bandaged witha handkerchief, soaked 
with blood flowing froma wound just back 
of the right temple. Mr. °* Van 
Raalte who suspected he wanted the 
weapon for suicidal purposes declined to sell 
it to him, but instead sent out for an officer 
who took him in charge, and had him con- 
veyed to the City Dispensary. Here his 
wound was dressed, and he was taken to the 
City Hospital. 

Mr. Van Kaalte, the pawnbroker, when 
seen by a Post-DisPatca reporter, said that,

A Girl Takes Poison. 


Maggie May Botts, ahandsome young girl, 
aged 19 years, is said tO have swallowed a 
deadly poisonous liquid yesterday shortly 
after noon. How true this story is cannot 
be verified, The girl does not present the ap- 


earance of one who swallowed polson, and 
urthermore she absolutely refuses to speak 
about the affair. 

The caseis a peculiar one and how the 

story that she swallowed the polson was cir- 
culated is best told by Mrs. H. Schuller, who 
lives on Pennsylvania avenue and Blow 
street, Mrs. Schuller says: ‘‘ Yesterday 
before noon Maggie cameto my house cry- 
ing. She said she had been discharged 
as chamber-maid at the Massasoit Hotel. 

Present- 
ly she came back and looked as though she 
was sick. She asked for a glass of water, but 
refused todrink it. Her lips were swollen 
and appeared tobe inflamed. I asked what 
she had taken, but she denied taking any- 
thing. 
“T insisted that she took something and 
she admitted that she did but would not say 
whatit was. Shethen went down to see Dr. 
Volker. That is all I know.’’ Dr. Volker 
was seenand said: ‘‘If the girl has taken 
poison itis something newto me. She may 
have tasted lye and swallawed a little of it, 
enough to burn her mouth and lips. She 
came here and said shefelt bad andI pre. 
scribed medicine for her, but not to throw off 
any poisonous matter. The girl looked 
to me to be suffering with fever.’’ 
AS @®vabove _ stated, the girl’s ap- 
pearance does not indicate she took 
any poltsonous liquid or powder, and if she 
had swallowed lye her mouth would be sore 
from its effects. Her mother claims the girl 
will tell her nothing. It was learned that 
Maggie wasinlove witha young ship car- 
penter named Charles Deno. The _ girl 
had this man arrested about a year 
ago on a charge of seduction, 
but she lost the case. Since then she has 
been insanely jealous of him. Sunday night 
she visited Kiausmann’s Garden and saw 
Deno dancing with a young lady.

RUSSIA INTRIGUING TO ADVANCE BER

Financial Crisis Threatened in India—

SIMLA, Aug. 9.—The revolt of the Hazara 
‘tribes in Afghanistan becomes more serious 
Gally and many of the great tribes have now 
combined their forces against the Ameer,who 
is collecting all his resources to put down the 
rebdellion. In addition to 20,000 regular troops 
andanequal force of irreguiars, the Ameer 
is trying to raise further levies by 
holding out to the loyal tribes- 
men promises of great reward 
if they will assist him to combat the revolt- 
ing Hazaras. Among other things the Ameer 
holds outthe prospect thatin the event of 
the subjugation of the rebels the country will 
be divided between the tribesmen who assist 
him. These promises and the prospects of 
getting possession of Hazara have in- 
duced many of the tribesmen to join the 
standard of the Ameer. 

It is reported here that the Ameer is 
anxious to meet Gen. Sir Frederick Roberts, 
who, with a large detachment of British 
troops, has been dispatched by the Indian 
Government to meet the Ameer at Jellelabad. 
This mission is accompanied by a political 
agent and its main object is to arrange plans 
with the Ameer against internal feuds and 
against the advance of Russia in Afghanis- 
tan, which is the road to India. Itis also 
reported that in view of the dispatch of Gen. 
Roberts the Ameer will publish generally 
throughout Afghanistan that the Viceroy of 
India has sent a large force of British troops 
to bis assistance. 

It is not a novel thing for the Hazaras to be 
fn revolt against the Afghan ruler, for they 
have always claimed to be independent, and 
although they bave paid tribute to the Chiefs 
of Afganistan, have never done so until com- 
Their strongholds 
are in Northern Afghanistan. 

The special Interest which England has in 
the present uprising of the Hazaras and 
other nomadic tribes of the Hindu Kush re- 
gion, is based oa the fear that it has been 
incited by Russian agents. 

The object of Russia is well understood 
here. She ig trying to force an advancement 
of her boundary line, established in 1873. 
That line follows pretty closely one of the 
northera headeaters of the Oxus, It left 
Badakhshan, including the northeastern an- 
gle of Shiva, within the Afghan territories or 
Gependencies. It also ran north to Shighnan 
andthe whole of the Pamir region now in 
dispute. But the territorial claims to this 
region were left an open question and the 
region itself was supposed to form an unde- 
fined neutral ground between the Territories 
of Russia on the north, Afganistan on the 
south and Chinese Turkestan on the east. 
The eastern portion, ina loose way, was 
supposed to belong to Eastern Turkestan. 

When China put down the Mahommedan 
rising some fourteen years ago, and thereby 
regained her ascendancy in Eastern Turkes- 
tan, she reinforced her claims to the eastern 
border of the Alichur Pamir, within the neu- 
tral zone. The recent claims of Russia ignore 
the claims of China and the actyal facts of 
Chinese suzerainty over this tract, 

China and Afghanistan are the two imme- 
diate sufferers by the present Russian move- 
ment, and itis in connection with the latter 
country that the obligations and engage- 
ments of Great Britain may atlast bring 
her into open conflict with Russia 
on the Indian frontiers. The Rus- 
sians, to all intents and purposes, 
are trying to substitute a southern head- 
water of the Oxus for the more northern one 
agreed upon asa line af demarkation in 1878 
and to inclose the immense tract of territory 
intervening between the tworivers. To this 
they have apparently added a further en- 
croachment of Afghanistan by a drawing of 
geographical lines across Badakhshan and 
claiming the territories which lie north of 
it up the line of the Oxus, agreed upon in 
3873. 

It is not apparent how England, not to 
mention China, can permit of the wholesale 
annexation ofterritory without avery strong 
protest. ,

FINANCIAL CRISIS THREATENED IN INDIA— 


BRIEF MENTION, 

Loyrpon, Aug. 9.—The continued fall in the 
price in silver threatens to involve India ina 
serious financial crisis. The discussion Is rife 
as to the means to check any further decline 
and insure a recovery in value. The Indian 
Government has selected Gen. Richard I. 
Trachey, an ex-member of the Council, and 
G. H. Mtrray of the Treasury as delegates to 
the International Monetary Conference, 

The British Association yesterday discussed 
the question of American competition in 
agriculture. Edward Atkins of Boston read 
a paper on American wheat supplies and the 
decreased cost of production which, he said, 
enabled farmers in the Western States to 
reap the same profits from decreased prices. 
Prof. Wallace of Edinburgh denied that 
America was becoming played out as a wheat 
producing country, holding that she was on 
the threshold of an immense wheat supply 
trade with Europe, while the extentof her 
resources in ralsing cattle was almost illimit- 
able, 


MEXICAN MATTERS, 

Mexico, Aug. %9.—The rumor that the 
Government has negotiated a loan abroad 
has been reduced to the fact that the National 
bank in union with European houses has 
opened a credit for £600,000 sterling at 7 per 
cent annual interestto be paid in monthly 
installments commencing atthe end of the 
present year and finishing next year. The Gov- 
ernment gave no security. A prominent of- 
ficial said to-day that this amount would be 
more than sufficient totide over the difficul- 
ties, which would surely end with the in- 
creased customs receipts inevitable with the 
winter business.

She 
was ordered towatch the American fleet at 
St. John buta heavy fog setin and bDbarri- 
caded her in St. Mary’s Bay several days. 
Meanwhile the fishermen are reported to 
have made big hauls. The American 
schooner Belle Bartlett was seized at Port 
Hawksbury, N.S., yesterday charged with 
violation of the customs laws in 1890 at Ship- 
pegan while under command of another 
master. 


CHOLERA INVESTIGATED. 

Paris, Aug. 9.—Dr. Brouardel has compiled 
an elaborate detailed report on the so-called 
cholera outbreak in Paris and some of its 
suburbs. The report proves the outbreak 
due entirely to drinking water from the river 
Seine. Districts served from other rivers or 
from springs, or where the water is boiled, 
entirely escaped, although often within a few 
yards of affected places, while the maximum 
of cases occurred in districts supplied with 
water fromthe most polluted portionof the 
Seine. No a single case could be traced to 
imported cholera or had the characteristics 
of true Asiatic cholera. 


BERLIN, Aug. 9.—An earthquake was felt 
yesterday in Southwest Germany in the 
neighborhood of the Rhine. The direction of 
the earthquake was fromthe northwest to 
the southeast and wasfelt most severely in 
Coblenaz, Ems and Welsbaden. The shock 
lasted ten seconds, Buildings were rocked 
and glasses and other articles in some in- 
stances feil and were broken. People were 
frightened and many ran out of their houses 
to the streets. No fatalities are reported. 


BRIEF MENTION.

A SHIP’S PROPELLER. 


—- 


The Accidents to Which It Is Liable and 
Breakdowns That Happen. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 


The propeller of a steamer is a compara- 
tively insignificant object compared with the 
huge body it propels against the combined 
forces Of wave and wind, but they come to 
grief frequently ina variety of ways. Afew 
days ago the red D steamer Venezuela, 

calm sea, without a breath of 
almost, suddeniy lost one blade 
screw, just as suddenly and 
as little cause or notice, as 
overripe fruit drops from its parent bough. 
Around the dry docks are numbers of 
gigantic propellers, allinone stageor other 
of diiapidation, Someare castinthe solid, 
thatis tosay,the hub through which the 
Shaft passes andthe fans which extend from 
it are one solid casting. Others are bullt, or 
cast rather, in sections; the hubisone and 
each fan or blade is another, which fit into 
bases made for them in the 
hub, where they are screwed on 
by huge bolts that are set in the 
hub casting. Where one fan or blade is 
broken it is easily replaced, as the makers re- 
tain the models ofall wheels or propellers, 
as they are indifferently called, which they 
cast. Then the entire wheel ts not ren- 
Gered useless, as in the case when a solidly 
Saee Penaner like the Venezuela’s Comes to 
grief. 

It is extraordinary to seethe proportion of 
vessels that arrive having received some 
damage to their propellers. Occasionally 
damage is done by the shaft racing, as it is 
technically called. That ts caused by the 
steamship plunging head on into the trough 
ofa big sea, and so elevating the stern and 
the propeller that it is ey res | out of the 
water, and being suddenly rid of the resist- 
ance, the engine runs away, so to speak, just 
as an ordinary engine will do whena driving 
belt slips or breaks. Occastonally propellers 
are broken by striking floating logs or Ice and 
rarely by striking a whale or large fish, when 
itis much the worse forthe fish. But there 
is one curious fact always noticeable about 
propellers; that is, that the exiremities 
of the blades are eaten away as 
though by some corrosive acid. ‘They 
are plerced with holes of greater or 
lesser depth, which weaken the points ofthe 
fans so that they snap off, These corrosions 
are said to be caused by the action of the 
water, but it seems strange that the wearing 
should take the form of honeycombing the 
metal instead of wearingit away smoothly, 
as the mere friction of striking the water 
might be supposed todo. Recently screws or 
propellers are madeof different combinations 
of brass and other metals, especially for 
steam yaciits, and are very costly. 

A shorttimeago Pierpont Morgan’s yacht 
strucka rock inthe sound. The force of the 
blow smashed one blade clean off, although 
fastened on by eight or ten two-inch bolts 
secured by massive nuts, and the second 
blade was curied up bythe biow just likéa 
sheet oflead.

It belongs tothe family of the Cepha- 
lopoda of the sub-marine kingdom of the 
Mollusca, M. de Lacaze-Duthiers, a cele- 
brated French naturalist, has had the good 
fortune recently to procure for his laboratory 
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at Banyuls a living specimen, which a fisher- 
man caught anda presented to him. He placed 
it in one of the basins, where it continued to 
live for three weeks. 

This argonaut was a female, which ts some- 
what different fromthe maleof that genus. 
The shell, which was hornlike and fat, was 
not attached to the body by any muscles, M. 
de Lacaze Duthiers says that the animal was 
brought to him minus the shell, which lay in 
the bottom of the vessel in which the fisher- 
man had placed both, Animal and shell were 
dumped intothe basin andonthe following 
day the mollusc donned her shell and swam 
on the surface of the water, where it re- 
mained until its death, The shell of the 
argonautis transparent and seems delicate 
enough to break under the slightest shock. 
It has eight arms or tentacles, which it uses 
for crawling about and to attach 
itself to solid bodies. The eye, 
while large and- round, is _ sightless 
and absolutely immovable. Small fish of 
which the argonaut is very fond, pass unno- 
ticed before its sightless gaze, and remain 
unmolested, unless they touch by chance one 
of the Iigaments which connect the arms, 
when the prey is tmmediately grasped by the 
tentacles which close down upon it, and con- 
vey it to the mouth, — All this is done in the 
twinkling ofaneye. Thetouch seems to be 
the most prominently developed sense, sup- 
plying the void caused by the sightless eyes. 
The arms ofthe argonaut are usually hidden 
bebind the shell. The anima) swims like oth- 
er cephalopodes by the successive contrac- 
tion and expansion of the sheli-sack.

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EFFECT OF YESTERDAY'S STAMPEDE ON 
HOMESTEAD AFFAIRS. 


The Advisory Board Soliciting Aid From 
All Quarters—A Generous Donation 
From Boston Sympathizers—Anarchy 
Stamped Out in Pittsburg—Mollick’s 
Threats Laughed At—Labor News. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Aug. 9.—The Carnegie 
company seems to have checked the retreat 
of its non-union men, which began at sucha 
lively rate yesterday as to threaten to depop- 
ulate the millina week. No further deser- 
tions are reported this morning and several 
ofthose who left Saturday night returned 
to-day. The firm ciaims)jthat no inconven- 
lence resulted from the leaving of the men 
yesterday and that the mill is 
operating as smoothly as before. 
The number of applications for 
positions from old men, according to one of- 
ficial at the mill, continues to increase, but 
he said the men were afraid to report at this 
time. On the other hand the leaders of the 
locked out men are working the desertions 
forall they are worth as an offset to Du- 
quesne, andto such effect that the people 
here seem to have forgotten the upper mill 
altogether, and to-day are bending new 
energies to instill dissatisfaction among the 
non-union men confined in the mill. To that 
end workers who leave the mill are treated 
royally and sent back in condition to glowing- 
ly depict the hospitality of the townsmen and 
the impropriety of taking their places. 

The success of the Relief Committees which 
have gone East has proven very gratifying to 
the men here, especially the work of Hugh 
O’Donnell, wbo has telegraphed that he se- 
cured $1,000 in Boston alone. The Advisory 
Committee believe, however, that no time 
should be lost in canvassing every section of 
the country to secure aid before public in- 
terest and sympathy begin to wane. The 
committee therefore proposes at once to dis- 
patch committees West and south. 

A dispatch from Duquesne this morning 
states that the millis working smoothly and 
goes on double turn at.once. Several of the 
workers there tried to exacta promise yes- 
terday from the men that they refuse to work 
material for Homestead. The steel workers, 
however,did not give encouraging assurances 
and itis probable that they are too badly 
beaten to rebel against anything in reason. 

ANARCHIST MOLLICK. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 9.—Police Superin- 
tendent Omara makes a complete denial of 
all the allegations made by Frank Mollick in 
an alleged interview with the Anarchist tele- 
graphed from Long Branch. He declares he 
has no fears of any action Mollick may bring 
against him, because he compelled the fellow 
to do nothing against his own will. 

Anarchism in Allegheny was given a fatal 
blow by the police on the north side of the 
river and since the wholesale arrests made at 
the time ofthe recent outbreak everything 
has been peaceful in the camp ofthe reds. 
The police are not making any arrests nor 
are they giving any attention to the matter. 
They say that they are sure they will be given 
mo more trouble by the followers of Herr 
Most. 

The locked-out men at Homestead.are ex- 
ceedingly jubilant vover the desertions of 
the new men from the Carnegie mill. Vice- 
Chairman Crawford of the Advisory Commit- 
tee said this morning ‘‘There is no longer 
any doubt that we have the strike almost 
won. From information received from 
the inside the firm is greatly 
handicapped by the desertions, and 
itis belleved that fully nine-tenths of the 
men now at work inside the mill will come 
out withinthe next week. They are tired of 
their prison-like life and re- 
stricted liberty. Contributions to the 
relief fund continue in aé_é satisfactory 
manner and our soliciting committees have 
been very successful.’’ The announcement 
that Hugh O’Donnell will return home on 
Wednesday has also caused fresh 
hopes and the men are as determined 
to win this contest-as they ever were. 
The Advisory Committee have names and ad- 
dresses of many of the deserters, together 
with affidavits to substantiate their claimsin 
this particular, 


LABOR NEWS. 


THE BUILDING TRADES’ STRIKE IN NEW YORK 
CONTINUED. 


NEw YorK, Aug. 9.—Notwithstanding the 
collapse of the strike ordered by the walking 
delegates, Master Workman Hicks of D. A. 
253 has decided tocontinue the strike against 
the Building Material Dealers’ Association 
in all the trades over which he has 
control. The unions are: The stone- 
masons, the material handlers, the brick 


handlers and the public cartmen. Mr. Hicks 
has also control of the Boatmen’s Union. 
None of the members of these unions re- 
turned to work to-day with the other build- 
ing trades. Asthese unions practically hold 
the keynote to the construction of a building, 
the work of those who have gone back will 
necessarily be for a time at least very slow. 


NEARING AN AGREEMENT. 
QUINCY, Mass., Aug. 9.—Kepresentatives of 
the cutters and granite Manufacturers of 
New Englana will holda conference to-day 


in Boston, when a proposition from the cut- 
ters will be submitted. The Quincy branch 
of the cutters held a meeting yesterday and 
appointed a committee with full power to 
make a settlement if possible and all the 
unions will send delegates vested with the 
same power. Both manufacturers andthe 

men are heartily sick ofthe lock-out and it 
is thought that a settlement will be reached.

MANIA FOR MURDER 


Dr. Thomas Neill Cream, the London 
Poisoner, on Trial. 


DRAMATIC TESTIMONY: OF ONE OF THE 
WOMEN HE TRIED TO KILL 


How She Saved Her Life and Duped the 
Man She Feared—Remarkable Career 
of the Poisoner—He Murdered With- 
out Apparent Motive for the Deed— 
Caught by His Own Cunning. 


LONDON, Aug. 9.—Thomas Neill, alias 
Thomas Neill Cream, was brought up again 
to-day on the charge of having murdered 
Matilda Clover by strychnine poisoning. 
Miss Laura Sabbatini, a young woman show- 
lly dressed in black, with a pink hat, was 
called to the witness stand. She testified 
that she resided at Capel street, Barkhamp- 
stead. In November last year she was in 
London and Neill was introduced to her as 
Dr. Thomas Neill Cream. Hesaid he was a 
doctor in America, but was doing nothing in 
this country. He saw her frequently after 
the introduction, and shortly afterward 
proposed marriage to her and_e she 
accepted him, The letter produced 
was the one in which he made his proposal. 
He went to America on Jan. 6 of this year, 
and said he was going to see about his 
father’s estate. Before he went he made a 
will in witness’ favor, in which he described 
himself ‘‘Dr. Neill Cream.’’ Witness under- 
stood that heleft herallhis property. The 
document (produced) was witnessed by her 
sister. When he went away he gave her his 
address, ‘‘Dr. Cream, care Daniel Cream, 
Quebec, Canada.’’ He said he would be 
staying at Blanchard’s Hotel while away. 
Niell came back at the beginning of April, 
and she saw him immediately on his return. 

Mr. Gill: ‘*‘Did he ever ask you to write a 
letter for him?’’ 

Witness: ‘‘Yes.’’ 

**Is this the letter (produced) you wrote?’’ 

‘*Yes, and the envelope, also.’’ 

Mr. Gill handed the witness other letters 
and envelopes which she said she wrote at 
the request of Neill, The first letter was as 


follows: 
LoNDON, May 2, 1892. 
Coroner Wyatt, St. Thomas Hospital, London: 

DEAR SIR—Will you please give the inclosed to 
the foreman of the Coroner’s jury at the inquest on 
Alice Marshand Emme Shriveli, and oblige, yours 
respectfully, WILLIAM HENRY MURRAY. 

Mr. Gill then read the following ietter 
which the witness said was the first one she 
wrote tothe foremaninthe Coroner’s jury 
in the case of Alice Marsh and Emma Shrivell: 

DEAR SIR—I beg to inform you that one of the 
operators has positive proof that William Harper, 
medical studentat st. i homas Hospital. son of Dr. 
Harper of Barnstaple, is responsible for the death of 
Alice Marsh and Emma Shrivell, he having poisoned 
these girls with strychnine This letter you can 
have on paying my bill for services toJudge Clark 
No. 20 Cockspur street, Caating Cross, to whom 
will give proof on paying my bill. Your’s respect- 
fully, W. H. MuRRAY. 

The third letter was dated London, May 4, 
It was addressed to Juge Clark, detective, 
and was as follows: 

DEAR S1in—If Mr. Hyatt, Coroner, calls on you in 
regard to the murder of Alice Marsh ant Emma 
Shrivell, you can tell him that you will give proof 
positive to him that William Harper, medica: stu- 
dent of St. Thomas’ Hospital, and son of Dr. Har- 


with strychnine, provided the Coroner pays you 
well for your services. 
he comes to our terms. I will write to you againina 
fewdays. Yours faithfully, W. H. MURRAY. 

These letters, witness said, wereall writ- 
ten atthe same time. She wrote them at 
Barkhampstead. Neill was then staying at 
her mother’s house there. He dictated what 
she was to write, but gave no reason. 

‘*Loulsa Harris,’’ said Mr. Gill, calling the 
next witness, and there came from the back 
of the court a girl of five or six and twenty, 
witha Gypsy bronzed skinand a profusion 
of brown hair smoothly gathered up undera 
hat trimmed with beaver 

Louisa Harris was none other than Lou 
Harvey, whom Neillis said to have himself 
believed been poisoned. She told an 
interesting story, illustrating how Neill 
might have poisoned the other girls. She 
said in October last she was living at 44 
Townsend road, st. John’s Woods, with a 
young man named Charies Harvey. She was 
known by hisnameas Lou Harvey. At the 
Alhambra one night she was spoken to bya 
man. That man she recognized as the pris- 
oner, Dr. Neill. She passed that night with 
him at the Paris Hotel in Berwick street. 
He told her that he was a doctor in St. 
Thomas Hospital; that he had _ recently 
come from America, and he asked her to go 
back with him to America. Her descr;ption of 
his appearance on that occasion was im- 
portant in its bearing on descriptions given 
by other witnesses of the ‘‘Fred’’ of the 
Clover and Stamford cases. He had, she 
thought, but was not certain, black clothes 
on anda flat topped biack felt hat. He wore 
a gold watch witha silk hair chain, and he 
was wearing gold-rimmed spectacles. 

Now came tlhe intensely uramatic part of 
her story, for if the obvious suggestion of her 
evidence has truth in it, the tale Harvey 
tells, is one that has hungoverthe very brink 
of the grave. 

‘*In the morning before he left you,’’ said 
Mr. Gill, ‘‘did he say anything about some 
spots on your foreheadr’’ 

‘*Yes, andhe said I wanted some medi- 
cine.’’ 

‘*‘Did he say anything about seeing you 
again?’’ 

‘*Yes, he made an appointment to see me 
on the embankment near Charing Cross Sta- 
tion at 7:30 the same evening.’’ 

**Did he say anything about medicine?’’ 

**He said he would bring some,’’ 

**He gave you £3?’’ 

“x08, sir.’ 

**And left you?’’ 

**Ves, ’> 

**Did you see Charles Harvey that day, the 
man you were living with?’’ 

‘*Yes, sir;andI told him what [told you 
now.’’ 

‘*‘When he spoke of giving you medicine 
were you afraid?’’ 

**Yes, and lasked Harvey to go with meto 
the embankment that night. He did go with 
me, ,? 

‘‘Had Nelll said he would take you any- 
where that night?’’ ‘ 

‘*Yes, tou a music hall and asked 
I would like to go. I said Oxford, 

‘*In the evening you went with Harvey, left 
him and met Neill?’’ 

**What did he say?’’ 

**‘T have brought your pills.’’ 

“Did he say where he had got them made 
up?’ 

‘*Yes, in the Westminster Bridge road.’’ 

**Did he ask you to have a glass of wine?’’ 

‘*Yes, sir.’’ 

**Did he show you the pills then or later?’’ 

‘*‘Later, Iasked him whether I should take 
the pliis then or with the wine, and he said 
not until lhad the wine. We went toa pub- 
lic house, the Northumberland, and I saw 
Harvey watching us. A woman came in 
with some roses und I said I would like some. 
Neill said: ‘Certainly; you shall have your 
wish;’ and he bought some and gave them to 
me. He then walked back with me towards 
the embankment and said he could not goto 
the music hall that night, as he had to be at 
St. Thomas Hospital at 9 o’clock and he 
would be kept there until 10:30. Hesaid he 
would meet me outside the Oxford at 11, and 
would take me tothe same hotelas we went 
to the night before.’’ 

* Ri 9, the embankment, did he give you some 
gs?’ 

**Yes, ina bag, and said I was to eat them 
when I had taken the pills and said, ‘aon’t 
bite them, swallow them whole.’ ’’ It was in 
the most matter of fact manner and with a 
voice to all perception absolutely unmoved 
that the girl told this story, that on the fece 
of it was intended toimplyan almost mirac- 
ulous escape from a horrible death. The 
thrill that was in the court—that was in the 
usually impassive voice of Mr. Gill, were in 
odd contrast with the unmoved manner of 
the witness.

He, it seems, WAS anxious to be quite certain 
that she had swallowed the two onpewes 
with whatever was inside of them, for he 
made her show her bands to make sure. She 
showed him herright hand as she brought it 
safely away from her mouth, and then when 
she had dropped the things she showed 
him her empty left. Something had put it 
into the girl’s head to be afraid of these two 
‘long pillis.’’ Harvey identified the 
long pills which she received as being similar 
to capsules found tn Neiil’s possession when 
he was arrested. The man, she added, went 
away when she had swallowed the dose. 


The case of Neill furnishes another illustra- 
tion of the habit so very common with crimi- 
nals of overreaching themselves and falling 
into the meshes of the law. If Neill had not, 
for some inscrutable reason, attempted to 
blackmail several prominent persons, he 
would probably be free to-day to pursue his 
career of villainy and murder. When the 
police followed up the clew furnished by the 
letter written by Nelli to Dr. Harper, they 
came across evidence that the biackmaliler 
was probably the murderer, andthe further 
they examined into the case, the more they 
became convinced that Neill was responsible 
for the deaths of at least four girls. 

A peculiarity of the crimes with which 
Neill is charged is the apparent lack of mo- 
tive. The:case Is believed to be without 
parallel in the annals of English criminal 
jurisprudence, Deeming, the wholesale 
wife-murderer who was recently executed in 
Melbourne, had a motive for his crimes, a 
desire to get rid of women he had tired of, 
but, apparéntiy, Neill murdered simply for 
the sake of murder. On April 12a report was 
circulated in South London that two young 

irls had been potlsoned ina house in Stam. 
ord street, Waterloo road, Lambeth. A po- 
lice constable went to the house, where he 
found a girl named Alice Marsh, 21 years old, 
lying in the passage in her nightdress. she 
was apparently in a dying state, suffering 
from the effectsof poison. In another part 
of the house the lice discovered another 
young girl, fully dressed, named Emma 
Shrivell, She also appeared to have been 
poisoned, The girls were taken to St. 
Thomas’ Hospital, but the Marsh girl died on 
the wayinacab. The other girl died a short 
time after being admitted to the hospital. 

It was at first thought that they had been 
poisoned by eating canned salmon. At the 
Coroner’s inquest, held the next day, the 
police constable who had found the girls tes- 
tified that Emma Shrivell had told him on the 
way tothe hospital that she and Alice Marsh 
had meta man, knowntothemas ‘‘Fred,’’ 
and that he bad given them some giobules 
that they* had swallowed. He afterward 
accompanied them to their home, where he 
remained until 2 o’clock the next morning. 

A post-mortem examination revealed the 
fact that both girls had been given large 
quantities of strychnine. The police made 
an investigation, butthey discovered noth- 
ing that would lead tothe detection of the 
murderer, until a letter, that had been re- 
ceived by Dr. Harper, alleging that the 
writer, who signed himself ‘‘Murray,’’ had 
evidence that he was willing to surrender 
upon the payment of £1,500, that Dr. Har- 
per’sson, who at that time was a medical 
studentat St. Thomas’ Hospital, had poi- 
soned the girls. The writer of this letter was 
soon found to be Neill, and he was arrested 
on the charge of attempted blackmail. The

At the Coroner’s inquest, which was held 
atthe vestry hall at Tooting, an immense 
mass of evidence was taken, all of which

| cian, asthe poisoner. It Was shown that he 
| had been inthe company of the girls, who 
| were of the class who make their living on 
the streets in the vicinity of Westminster 
Bridge road, and that he had given them 
gelatine capsules containing a white powder 
to cure various ilinesses from which they 
were suffering After they had taken 
‘these capsules they were soon seized with 
| convulsions, and died in great agony. 
| Thefourth girl who is supposed to have 
| met her death in this manner was Elien Don- 
worth, or Dodworth. As yet, the police have 
not been able to discover where she was 
buried, and itissupposed that she was in- 
| terred uncer a fictitious name. 

At the Clover inquest damaging testimony 
was given against Neill by a girl named Loo 
Harvey, who Neill had told an acquaintance 
had died in a cabDas she was returning from 
amusic hall. Sbhetold how Neill had given 
her pilis to cure an eruption on her forehead, 
and how, having a suspicion that all was not 
right, she had made a pretense of swallowing 
them and threw themaway. Afterwara, she 
left Neill, and took a cab and went home, 

Some time after she met Neill at Piccadilly 
Circus, and the latter acted as though he was 
greatly surprised to see her. In the mean- 
time it was proved thathe had told oneof 
his acquaintances that the Harvey girl had 
died in the cab the night he supposed she had 
taken his pilis,thus proving that he expected 
the poison would have done its work before 
she «ould have reached home, 

Among the other witnesses who testified at 
the inquest was Countess Russell, wife of 
Earl Russell, who said that during the prog- 
ress of her sult against her husband fora ju- 
dicial separation she had received a letter 
stating that Earl Russell had polsoned the 
Clover girl. 

Among the persons Neill tried to blackmail 
was Dr. Broadbent, a well-known West End 
physician, and the Hon. Wm. Frederick 
Smith, M. P., son of the late Rt. Hon. Wm. 
Henry Smith, both of whom he charged with 
having poisoned Matilda Clover. 

It is not known whether or not Neill secured 
money from other persons by his blackmall- 
ing methods, but it is certain that he got 
none from Dr. Harper, Dr. Broadbent or Mr. 
Smith, 

Mr.John Burns,the well-known labor leader 
and newly elected member of Parllament 
for the Battersea division of the Metropo- 
lis, in connection with the case of the poison- 
er Neill, states thatearly ih 1881 there were 
men in all parts of the world who passed 
themselves off wrongfully as labor leaders. 
Among this class was Neill, who was known 
to Mr. Burns as Cream, and who pretended 
to be thé great chief of the labor party in 
Chicago, and Stott of Belvidere, I1l., who was 
concerned inthe strikes of 1880 and 1881, and 
who, it is alleged,was afterward poisoned by 
Neill. Neilland stott first met in connection 
with labor matters, and Neill so worked up 
popular indignation against the railway 
company which had discharged Stott from 
its employ that it was compelled to reinstate 
Stott. During this whole time Neili was car- 
rying on an intrigue with Mrs. Stott.

An Irish Fugitive Frcm Justice Conduct- 
ing Revival Services. 


New York, Aug. 9.—In a little shabby tent 
in a vacant lot in South Brooklyn a revival 
meeting was held last evening, at which the 
listeners were excited by the stirring elo- 
quence of a preacher wo Is either the wick- 
edest man in America to-day or the most 


sinned against and most martyred on the 
face of the earth. None of the little band of 
Methodists suspected the man’s identity. 
To them. he was a speaker of extraordinary 
talent, who drew a score of them in @ 
strange, magnetic manner to their knees at 
the ede of the platform, all wrougnt up and 
some hysterical, and caused others to rise 
and shout the praises of the Lord in the most 
fervent camp-meeting manner. 

The preacher was Edward De Cobain, who 
for more thana year has been exiled from 
the United Kingdom with the foulest charge 
that can be made against a wan hanging 
over his head. He wasa member of Parlia- 
ment for Belfast, a city where he was well 
known and respected, when, at the begin. 
ning of 1891, the horrible crime was attributed 
to him. He fledto the Continent, claiming 
that he wasa Victim of a police conspiracy 
that he could not Withstand and that there 
had been forged so strong a case 
that his innocence could not save him. He 
was expelled from the British House of Com- 
mons on his failure to return and face his ac- 
cusers, and he is now a lugitive from justice. 
Nothing definite had been heard from him, 
It was given out that he was in Spain or 
France. The offense of which he was accused 
was a misdemeanor and he could not be ex- 
tradited. He had always been known as 
man who took great interest In churches,an 
it was said that he was conducting revival 
meetings on the Continent. That he is in 
this country will be news to thousands who 
have heard of him. 

Mr. De Cobain Is living In New York. He 
has addressed several meetings of Methodists 
in this city, but he had appeared at none in 
Brooklyn until last evening, when he walked 
into the tent at Fifty-eighth street and Third 
avenue, South Brooklyn, About a hundred 
persons occupied seats under the canvas 
when he went it. He is a stout, tall, well 
built man with a brown beard and rather dis- 
tinguished bearing. He wore a long frock 
coat and a whiteslouch hat. Immediately 
on entering he sat down at the organ 
and announced a hymn which he sang 
in a deep voice by himself, the audience not 
having got warmed up sufficiently to join in. 
A little later they would have stood on their 
heads at his bidding. Hesang ‘‘Il’ve Found 
a Friend in Jesus, He’s Everything to Me.’’ 
Then he gave way to a young woman and two 
more hymns were sung, ‘‘ Rescue for the Per- 
ishing,’’ and ‘‘I Hear Thy Welcome Voice.’’ 
Mr. De Cobain after that called upon the con- 
gregation to devote themselves to silent 
prayer and then he entered upon his dis- 
course. Ifthe menand women in the tent 
had known to whom they were listening the 
proceedings would have had twenty times 
the interest tothem; the vacant seats would 
have been filled and the standing room all oc- 
cupled. 

Mr. De Cobain, as the Conservative mem- 
ber for Belfast, was known all over Ireland 
and England. The police force of Ireland 
never liked him, and after the riots of 1877 he 
dubbed them murderers and proved, as he 
fully believed, that they had been guilty of 
assassination, so much so that Coroners’ 
juries in Belfast returned verdicts of wilful 
murder againstthem. This, he says, earned 
for him the undying enmity of the entire 
force, and when a warrant was 
sworn out for his arrest based 
on the affidavit ofa young man and backed 
up by the evidence of others, which, he says, 
was purchased, he was convinced that the 
whole thing was what some people in this 
country would calia ‘‘putup job.”’ 

The hymn ‘‘Nearer my God to Thee,’’ 
closed the services. In conversation with a 
royserrn after the services Mr. De Cobain 
sald: 

‘*It’s an awful thing to feel oneself 3,000 
miles away from home with so black a charge 
hanging over one’s head. You donot know 
me orl you, but I swear to you before my 
Maker that Iam innocentof this crime with 
which lam charged. lam preparing papers 
to prove my case and I think I can absolutely 
demonstrate my innocence. The factcan be 
shown that both the men who made the 
affidavits were in the pay of the Belfast 
police. The Irish police are the _ toois 
of the ministry in power. My position in 
Parliament was wanted by a rich man, who 
thought he would like the prestige of it. I 
have a letter from him offering to pay my ex- 
penses if I would retire in his favor, 

‘‘lum working with my friends and law- 
yers, andIlam taking their advice. One of 
the most distinguished New York lawyers, 
with whom I have consulted, says he feels 
like puttingall the papers in his gripsack 
and going to Englund to make a fight, and he 
thinks that he can show that the whole thing 
was a plot.’’

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THE SUICIDE OF JUDGE NORMILE. 


The suicide of Judge Normile and his 
own explanation of it will throw a new 
light on what his friends would fain have 
regarded as insignificant weaknesses or ec- 
centricities in his speech and conduct.

These results, however, plainly suggest- 
ed others of deeper import as to the char- 
acter of the city administration and the 
ease with which the investigation was 
choked off the trail gives color to the 
charge that the House of Delegates was not 
anxious to bring out the whole truth. It 
has now practically abandoned the whole 
matter to the Charity Commissioners, 
whose first efforts to uncover the scandal 


do not promise satisfactory results. 

Every eifort to expose and punish ras- 
cality in municipal affairs is hampered 
and checkmated by ‘‘push’’ power and 


the city administration of inefficiency and 
corruption as long as it is in control of 
the powerful political ring now running 
things with a high hand has been demon- 
strated. The only relief for the city lies 
in a clean sweep at the polls.

INDIAN OR JUDEAN. 

An old question on which people are still 
free to take opposite sides is raised by the 
following note to the editor of the Posr- 
DISPATCH: 

You close yourarticle upon Andrew Car- 
negie’s lost Opportunity with the quotation: 


Like the base Indian, threw a pearl away, 
Richer than all his tribe. 


Is your quotation correct? I mean, should 
it not read, ‘‘base Judean’’ instead of ‘‘base 
Indian?’’ Ihave notat the present moment 
the means of verification beside me, butif I 
am not much mistaken, the best Shakspea- 
rean commentators prefer ‘‘base Judean’’ to 
‘*base Indian,’’ for the excellent reason that 
while the use of the ‘‘base Indian’’ conveys 
no easily intelligible meaning, the use of 
‘the base Judean,’’. with its obvious refer- 
rence to Judas and his betrayal of Jesus 
Christ, embodies a reference which can be 
easily understood by the public,for whom the 
author of ‘*‘The Merchant of Venice’’ 
studiously wrote. I am sure that Henry 
Irving, Edwin Booth and other great actors 
used ‘‘the base Judean’’ in preference to the 
obvious misprint, ‘‘the base Indian.’’ 

The best of the authorities that favor 
‘*Judean’’ assume that the allusion is to 
Herod, who, in a fit of blind jealousy, 
threw away such a jewelof a wife as 
Mariamne wasto him, The supposition 
that the allusion was to Judas Iscariot is 
referred to in the notes to Charles Knight’s 
edition, the most approved HEnglish text, 
as merely an instance of ‘Show far con- 
jecture may be carried.’’ Richard Grant 
White’s American edition follows Coleridge 
and Charles Knight in preferring ‘‘In- 
dian,’’ and for reasons that fully answer 
the objections of our correspondent. The 
first folio edition of Shakspeare reads dis- 
tinctly ‘‘Iudean’’ andthe first quarto 
**Indian.’’ Quotatiops from English liter-

expression is very similar to the lines in

Shakspeare would 
have been much more likely to apply the 
word ‘‘base’’ to arude, ignorant Indian 
than to King Herod, and the word ‘‘tribe’’ 
in that connection means nothing more 
than race or kindred,

GOV. BUCHANAN GIVES NO HINT OF HIS 
INTENTIONS. . 


The Death Watoh Will Be Set To-Morrow 
—Double Murder in a Polish Restaurant 
—Bloody Work of-Chicago Thugs— 
Texas Train Robbers Driven Off—Crime 
News. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 9.—Friday next is 
the day set for the execution of H. Clay King, 
and as yet Gov. Buchanan has given no indi- 
cation as to whether he will or will not inter- 
fere by granting a reprieve for a _ short 
time or commuting the death sentence 
to imprisonment for life. The Governor has 
been crowded with personal appeals and pe- 
titions in favor of Executive interference, 
and may wait until the iast day before he 
acts. Col. King sees no one but his rela- 
tives, counsel and most intimate friends. 
He will accept no religious aid. Many 
years ago, during a. yellow fever 
epidemic he was baptizea inthe Oatholic 
Church by Rey. Father Edelen of this city, 
but took no further steps to connect 
himself with the church. He is a skeptic 
asto a hereafter of any kind, and often 
sO expressed himself to your correspondent, 
but regretting that he could not believe in 
the theory of Christianity as to a future 
state. He declines having any interview 
with newspaper men and has intimated that 
he will denounce his victim, David H. 
Poston, on the gallows. 

The Sheriff will place the death watch on 
Col. King to-morrow, and on Thursday erect 
the gallows in the jail-yard or within the 
jail proper, and permit no one to witness the 
execution other than those authorized by the 
law of the State to be present. 

FOR AND AGAINST COL. KING. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 9.—Gov. Buchanan 
has received several people this morning in 
behalf of Col, King, and also several pro- 
tests against a commutation. W, H. 
Poston, an uncle of the dead Poston, called 
the Governor and entered a very gorous 
protest against executive clemency, and 
against the circulation of a petition for 
King’s commutation by a Capitol employe. 
Judge J. M. Greer, Lucas Clapp and senator 
Isham G. Harris were to see the Governor 
last night. No action has yet been taken in 
the matter, butit is thought a decision wiil 
be made to-day or to-morrow, It is the gen- 
eral opinion about the Capitol that the sen- 
tence will becommuted. Mrs. King and her 
daughter are still here. 


THE DEAD DESPERADO. 


AN ATTEMPT TO AVENGE THE KILLING OF GEO. 
HUDSON. 


NEOSHO, Mo., Aug. 9.—The killing of George 
Hudson at Granby Saturday night is the ab- 
sorbing topic of conversation on the streets 
of Neosho to-day, and people are coming in 
from Joplin, Granby and the rural districts 
to get the latest news of the tragedy. 

The friends of Hudson attempted to take 
esdvantage of the officers who killed him. 
ae Hart, Mayor of the town, 


impaneled a jury summoned by a deputy of 
Jack Hudson, a brother of the dead outlaw 
andaconstable ofthe township. The jury 
was composed of relatives of the Hudson 
family, and without calling on the officers or 
any of the posse they returned a verdict of 
death at the hands of a mob. The Sheriff 
went to Granby from Neosho and destroyed 
the inquest papers when he saw that they 
were irregular. The Coroner was notified 
and he impaneled another jury. ‘The inquest 
was adjourned Sunday morning and was re- 
sumed the same day at Neosho, but a verdict 
was not then announced. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury, as an- 
nounced to-day is: ‘*We, the jury, find that 
George Hudson came to his death by a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by William Robedow of 
Colorado, but not feloniously.’’ 


CHICAGO THUGS, 


CurcaGco, lll., Aug. 9.—A well-dressed man 
was found lying unconscious in Lake Front 
Park just before daylight this morning with 
a bullet wound inhis head and another in- 
fiicted by a blunt instrument. He had evi- 


dently been assaulted for the purpose 
of robbery, as his pockets had 
been rifled and turned inside out and 
allletters and papers which would lead to 
identification had been removed. The man 
was removed to 8t. Luke’s Hospital, where 
the physicians say his recovery is.impossibie. 
it is believed that the work was done by 
three masked men who, an hour previous to 
the assault, held up and robbed another man 
a $50 and a watchand chain near the same 
place.

Hardin’s majority 2,065. 

In 1876 the vote for Governor in the City of

The City of St. Louis in 1880 cast 23,519 votes 
for Crittenden, the Democratic nominee for 
Governor, At this eiection Col, D. is. Dyer 
was the Republican nominee and received in 
St. Louis 28,152 votes. The Greenback can- 
didate for Governor received at this election 
894 votes in St. Louls. ‘This election gave the 
Democrats a plurality of 367 votes in the city 
and lacked 627 votes of a majority of the 
votes cast. McGrath for Secretary of State, 
ian carried the city by a small ma- 

ority. 

In 1884 the vote for Governor in the city was 
19,872 for Marmaduke (D.), 22,625 for Ford 
(Fusion) and 225 for Brooks (Pro.) This elec- 
tion left the Democratic ticketin the city in 
@ minority by 2,498 votes. Again for Secre- 
tary of State McGrath carried theclity at this 
election over his Fusion opponent by 142 
votes.

NASHVILLE, Tenn,, Aug. 9,—The State 
Democratic Convention will be called to or- 
der at noon to-day by Chairman McConnell of 
the State Executive Committee, Practically 
there will be nothing to do except to nomin- 
ate Judge Peter Turney, the only Democratic 
candidate for Governor thereby ratifying 
the action taken in their primaries during 
the recent months. The convention is en- 
titled to 1,604 delegates, but not more 
than 1,00 or 1,200 will be present. 
Gov. Buchanan, Alliance Democrat, with- 
drew his name from consideration by this 
convention severaldays ago, it being evi- 
dent that Turney had secured a majority of 
the votes at the primaries. It is thought the 
absent delegates are op posed to Turney and 
will not support him if Gov, Buchaaan will 
run as an Independent. 

A statement was made this morning which 
may have some political significance. It is 
that efforts are to be made to have the Al- 
liance support Winstead, Republican candi- 
cate for Governor, and in return the Repub- 
licans will support Alliance candidates for 
the Legislature.

GREATEST DISPLAY IN THE HISTORY 
OF THE ORDER, 


The Well-Drilled Columns March to Stir- 
ring Music Under Waving Banners 
and Nodding Plumes—The City at the 
Foot of the Rockies Swarming With 
Visitore-A Grand Success and Every- 
body Pleased. 


DENVER,Colo., Aug. 9.—The welcome rain 
of yesterday afternoon, while’ it rather 
spoiled the beauty of some of the decora- 
tions, cooled the air greatly and made life 
more pleasant for the thousands of visitors 
inthe city. Shortly after noon the showers 
commenced and by 6p. m. all was cool and 

pleasant where before it had been hot, dry 
and uncomfortable. Preparations were 
going on all the time for the 
grand parade this morning. The Chief 
Marshall’s office wasa busy place. All the 
positions had been assigned long ago, but it 
Was impossible to tell just what comman- 
dries would be on hand totake the positions 
assigned tothem. Orders were issued to be 
in line at 9 o’clock, and at the time they were 
allready. After waiting an hour, three guns 
were fired and the head of the pro- 
Cession began to move. Just at the 
same time Grand Master Gobin and 
his escort, St. John’s OCommandry of 
Philadelphia, started from the Brown Palace 
Hotel for the official reviewing stand at Six- 
teenth and Logan avenues, The line 
of march of the procession was 
over First street, crossing over 
the Court place to Sixteenth avenue, thence 
up Sixteenth avenue past the reviewing 
stand to Race street and then returning to the 
business center. After several miles of 
marching the parade broke up at the Masonic 
Temple. 

St. Barnard Commandery of Chicago made 
a fine showing inthe parade and was one of 
the last commanderies to arrive this morn- 
ing. They got in a short time before the 
parade was scheduled to start. 
Phere are sixty Knights and thirty 
[detesMOrT rie latter were untformed in biack 
and white dresses and wore Knight Templar 
fatigue caps and @4arried black and white 
parasols.

Tbe handling of these Knights was accom. 
plished with considerable dexterity. They 
were divided into fourteen divisions, toeach 
of which was assigned streets for forming. 
The arrangements were so perfect that every 
division moved into line in excellent order.

There was a charge, though, for seats In 
t he public stands, and at 10 o’clock $10 would 
not purchase one. They were packed from 
top to bottom, while the streets about them 
were filled with a living mass, Lemonade 
venders and peddlers of all descriptions 
thronged the thoroughfares and their cries 
filled the air. Every one of the beautiful 
costumes of the ladies added to the gay 
scene. The sidewalks were lined ten to 
twenty feet deep. Boxes and barrels were in 
demand and severariong- headed grocery men 
made small fortunes retailing these articles. 

Last night’s shower had but little effect on 
the decorations and they showed up bright 
and handsome this morning. The air was 
cool and bracing anda few fleecy clouds at 
times hid the sun and prevented it from ex- 
hibiting its full force on the people. It was 
one of the pleasantest days imaginable. 
Evenings and mornings here are always cool 
and warm in the middle of the day. Itis a ary 
heat thougb and humidity {s almost unknown. 
No one ever heard ofa person being affected 
by the sun yet in Denver, and the cool, brac- 
ing atmosphere was a welcome change to 
those who came from lower altitudes. There 
was not a stranger who passed the tramway 
power-house who did not notice the inscrip- 
tion over its doorway: ‘‘One mile above 
sea level,’’ and wonder, for that is Denver's 
altitude. 

Although the sidewalks are rather wide 
locomotion was slow because of the great 
crowds, and many wondered where all the 
strangers were staying. ssut the city accom- 
modated all who came and can takecare of 
25,000 more with a little effort, even 

there are 100 ,000 visitors 
city now. nver has 
prided herself on its transporta- 
tion lines. They had all they could manage 
tocarry thecrowds. The cars were crowded 
all morning carrying passengers up and 
down town andall over the city. As early 
as 90’clock the people began forming on the 
line of march. Every other person worea 
badge and there was hardly awomanto be 
seen who did not wear some sign, denoting 
she had a husband or brother belonging to 
the knights. It wasan euthusiastic gather- 
ing, and none were more enthusiastic than 
those who came from the mountains and 
stood with sombreros and spurs among the 
spectators. They had never seen such a 
gathering before and they made the most of 
their opportunity, It was a good na- 
tured crowd too, the Knights were cheered 
tothe echoas they marched along, looking 
happy and proud. 
SHOUTING THOUSANDS, 

Spectators from the various States were on 
the lookout for their commanderies, and as 
they passed they shouted and yelled like mad. 
All sorts of vehicles were pressed into sery- 
ice to bring suburban residents totown. The 
outlying districts were deserted and there 
was hardly a resident of Denver who did not 
seethe parade. The asphalt streets made 
good marching possibie and tne Knights 
made a fine appearance. 

The music was excellent and it was one of 
the greatest days the Silver State has ever 
seen. Nearly every commandery scheduled 
to appear tn the parade arrived this morning, 
strangers kept coming until noon. The New 
Hampshire and Vermont commanderies got 
inearly this morning and so did those ex- 

ected from Indiana, Maryland, Oregon and 
Maine. During the morning probably 10,000 
peopie arrived. 

The business session of the conclave will 
open at 4 o’clock this afternoon, The most 
important matters to be considered Include a 
plan for making Washingtoa, D, C., the per- 
manent meeting place. 

It is also suggested that a magnificent tem- 
ple be erected in that city which wili be a 
monument to the order’s prosperity and 
grand organization, The location of the 
pext conclave will also have to be decided. 
Cincinnati, Boston, Louisville and Milwaukee 
are in the field with reports of energetic 
Templars who are diligently advancing the 
clatius of their respective citis.

SBENATOR EYLE’S ERRORS, 


A Statement Showine How Great Finan- 
ciers Can Blunder. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Acting Secretary 
Nettleton has written a letterto Representa- 
tive Turner of Georgia, who asked for an ex- 
planation of certain discrepancies mentioned 
by Senator Kyle in a recent speech as existing 
between reports by Secretary Windom as to 


the volume of money in circulation and sim- 
jlar reports by Secretary Foster. He says 
that senator Kyle erroneously contrasted 
Secretary Windom’s amounts for October 
of each year from 1879 to 1890 with Secretary 
Foster’s amounts for July 1 of the same years, 
which difference of three months in 
the dates, he says, accounts forthe alleged 
discrepancies, 

Senator Kyle was also wrong, the Acting 
Secretary says, in comparing March 1, 1678, 
with duly 1, 1878, but in this instance the re- 
port of the Secretary included the gold coin 
in the United States less amount in the Treas- 
ury, while the report of Secretary Foster ex- 
cluded the wold except $25,000,000 in circula- 
tion on the Pacific Coast. Mr. Nettieton addg 
that Senator Kyle was In error in saying that 
the 7-30 notes were legal tender for their face 
Value, those notes having been negotiated 
simply as a loan and being inno sense legal 
tender,

Mark Chartrand Arraizgns Chas, Schweick- 
hardt—Business Transacted. 

The Board of Public Improvements met 
this morning at 10 o’clock, President pro 
tem. Holman in the chair. 

A petition referred to the Street Commlis- 
sioner for opening an alley in block 4551, Dbe- 
tween Clemens and Cates and Clara avenue 
and a private road, was recommended. 

A nuinber of property owners opposed to 
the opening of tne alley were heard, and in 
the absence of the President of the board the 


matter was referredtothe committee with- 
out instructions, 

The Committee on Public Buildings recom.- 
mended the acceptance of the bid of the 
Pickel Stone Co, of $152,797 for the Amherst 
stone for the new City Hall. 

The report of the committee was approved, 
Maj. Murphy voting against itand giving for 
bis reasons that Ordinance 15,558 specifies 
that only Missouri granite and brick shall be 
usedon the exterior of the new City Hall, 
and that the stone proposed to be used is un- 
fit for the purpose. The price bid, he also 
claimed, is 18 per cent higher than the esti- 
mates made by the President of the board, 
and that itis against the policy of the board 
to designate one particular kind of stone or 
maxerees when others will serve equally as 
well, 

The Committee on Public Buildings, to 
whom was referred the resolution of the City 
Council asking why the terms of the contract 
for the granite stonework on the new City 
Hail had not been complied with, reported 
that the Schneider Granite Co., which has 
the contract, was given an extension of time 
from May 1, 1892, to June 1, 1892, by the super- 
Vising architect, on account of the unusually 
bad weather prevailing in the early spring. 
But the Schneider Co. was notified that after 
Junel, $50 per day would be wittheld for 
each and every day the work was thereafter 
delayed. This has been done, and the com- 
Mittee deem it advisable not to annul the 
present contract or relet the work to other 
Parties, ag it would only necessitate further 
delay. The report of the committee was 
adopted, 

The following were the bids for the new 
high service engine with five boilers at the 
Water Works: Southward Foundry & Machine 
Co., $110,500; Fulton Iron-works, $120,000;

A petition was presented tothe Board of

DES MoInks, Aug, 9.~The weather of the 
last week has been favorable to the corn crop 
in this vicinity. Corn is mostly tasseled,and 
much of it is in the silk, The outlook now is 
for nearly an average crop. 

CoUNCIL BLUFFS, lo., Aug. 9.—Corn is good 
in this locality,though rain is needed in some 


parts of thecounty. There have been no hot 
winds of any consequence here, but reports 
from the surrounding counties are tothe ef- 
fect that corn has withered to some extent. 

INDEPENDENCE, lo., Aug. 9.—The intense 
hot weather of the last few weeks insures an 
average erop of corn, which otherwise 
would have been a total failure, Corn has 
been growing at a rapid rate, in some sec- 
tions measuring a growth of seven inches in 
a single night, but the cold spring has ef- 
fectually ruined all prospects of a large 
crop. 

OMAHA, Nob,, Aug. 9,—A hot wind has been 
blowing in Eastern Nebraska, and the ther- 
mometer has remained near the hundred 
point, Grain men are not yet apprehensive 
of danger because of last week’s heavy rains 
but if the present scorching winds should 
Continue long the corn will be much dam- 
aged, 

KEARNEY, Neb., Aug. 9.—The territory 
within a radius of fifty miles of this city, in- 
cluding Kearney, Phelps, Buffalo and Daw- 
son Counties, is greatly in need of rain. Corn 
inthe Platte River Valley, fifteen miles on 
either side of the Union Pacific system, is for 
the present all right, with prospects of a 
large yield, but to the north and southof 
this district, on the high lands. it is practi- 
cally worthless, owing to the extreme hot 
winds and absence of moisture,

THE FIRST RAILROAD. 


Remembrances of the Opening of the 
Road Over Chat Moss.

WILL ABOLISH PINKERTONS. 


Congress Will Prohibit the Transporta- 
tion of Armed Eodies of Men. 


Mr. J. F. Edwards of St. Charles is inthe 
city to-day for the purpose, he says, of in- 
forming himself concerning the political 
situation in Missouri, Mr. Edwards is Assist- 
ant Doorkeeper ofthe United States Senate, 
and has spent eighteen years in Washington, 
fourteen in the Senate In his present position 
and four in the House. In talking with a 
Post- DISPATCH reporter this after- 
noon, Mr. Edwarcs said that the 


recent session of Congress was not longer 
than is usualin presidential years, and was 
shorter by two months than the session of 
two years ago, when Congress did not ad- 
journ until Oet. 20. The prolongation of the 
recent session was due to two things: the 
Hatch anti-option billand the World’s Fair 
appropriation. Had it not been for these 
Congress might have adjourned thirty days 
earlier. At the last moment 
friends of the anti-option bill 

com pellea to consent to its going 
over until the next session. Asa rule, there 
is very little important legislation by Con- 
gressin presidential campaign years, out- 
side of the necessary appropriations. 

The new expenses of the recent Congress 
were less than the last, but the legislation of 
two years ago increasing pensions, providing 
for new public buildings, etc., made the 
standing demands on the Treasury much 
larger. 

Mr. Edwards seems to think that in the 
near future a bill will pass both houses pro- 
hibiting the transportation of armed bodies of 
men from one State to another, or their em- 
ployment by individuals or corporations 
without the consent of the United States 
authorities orthe Governors of the States 
through which they pags.

pire. He, too, has the rules at his 
fingers’ ends, but occasionally a_ point 
arises which is not clear from the context of 
the rules, and then the official judge has to 
solve the matter himself. Here is where the 
well-informed captain, or player, getsin his 
work disputing the umpire’s opinion. Of 
course he must doitin a gentlemanly man- 
ner, otherwise his play wil! not be effective. 
If he does it properly, especially in the man- 
ner pursued by either Ward or Mike 
Kelly, whoisalso, or at least was at one 
time, well informed regarding the matter, 
the discussion can be made to result profiit- 
ably. 

Ward is undoubtedly the most effective 
of all the captains, carrying 
out this policy. The Brooklyn 
Captain a itin a much more quiet manner 
thaneither”Anson or ‘omiskey, both of 
whom by their policy of letting the audience 
know that they havethe umpire ina hole, 
frequently irritate himand prejudice their 
case. Ward, however, when convinced that 
the umpire has madea mistake informs him 
quietly his reasons for thinking so and 
incidently quotes the rules govern- 
ing the matter, The result is 
if the Judge be wrong he will much more 
prefer toadmitit to one man than tocome 
outand doso openly to the audience, as he 
would be compelled to do under the Ansonian 
policy. Frequently when Ward induces an 
umpire tochange his mind, even very few 
ofthe players know what was thecause. 
This is where Ward’s legal training comes 
into play. 

In the years gone by arguments and dis- 
putes on the Dall field were mutch 
more frequent than they are  now- 
adays. Those were the days when Fred 
Duniap, Tommy Burns, John Morrill and 
numerous other well informed players were 
wont tocallanumpire down on every ques- 
tionable decision. 

The cause of the changeto the policy in 
force nowadays, is due to the fact that the 
umpires inthe business now are much better 
informed on the rulesthan those who off- 
clatedin the days gone by. Offictals like 
Lynch, Gaffney and McQuaid understand 
the rules and the game thoroughly aud 
in consequence, it is a rare occurrence 
for them to make a auestionabie decision. In 
the game last Thursday between the Browns 
and Chicago, Anson made a determined Kick 
against one of McQua!id’s rulings. Anson 
Was onfirst, when one of his men at- 
tempted to sacrifice. He hit to Glasscock, 
who ran to second with the intention of mak- 
ing a doubie by catching Anson and then 
throwing the runner out 
first. The Chicago Captain 
cipated Glasscock’s action, however, 
and just as Jack started to send the sphere 
down to first, threwup his left arm, which 
coming in contact with the shortstop’s right 
arm kKnockedthe ball into right fleid, pre- 
venting of course the putting out of the run- 
nerattiirst. McQuaid and most of the spec- 
tators immediately came to the conclusion 
and the Chicago captain’s action was a trick 
to preventthe executing of the double and 
when McQuaid declared both the ‘‘old man’’ 
and the batsman out, everyone, but the 
Chicago captain and his team seemed satis- 
fied. Anson justified his action on the 
grounds that he threw his arm up with the 
intention of protecting his face, which he 
thought was in immediate danger of recelv- 
ing the ball from Glasscock instead of the 
first baseman, as he wasrunning directly on 
the line toward the point where the Brown 
Stocking shortstop was getting ready to hurl 
itfrom. McQuaid, however, informed the 
big first baseman that his action looked very 
suspicious and he would have totake the 
consequences. Anson still insists that Mc- 
Quaid’s reasoning was not justifiable. 
Actions like Anson’s are not anticipated by 
the rules and it was left to McQuaid to decide 
just what Anson meant and in how far he 
was right in protecting himself. maicQuaid’s 
decision was undoubtedly correct, but how 
few players there are on the diamond who 
would have been sufficiently quick-witted as 
Anson in conceiving the trick or having been 
successful could have made asclevera de. 
fense as he afterwards did to the amusement 
of the audience.

A REBELLION SUPPRESSED. 


Short Work Made of the Revolution in 
Honduras. 

New ORLEANS, La., Aug. 9.—News was re- 
ceived late last night from the fruit steam- 
ship S. Oteri, thatthe Hondurian revolution 
was practially atan end and that Nuilla, the 


Insurgent leader, had fled thecountry. The 
government has been making use of the Piz- 
zatti, a fruit vessel, for some time. A few 
days ago the Pizatti, manned by govern- 
ment troops, stole into the harbor of 
Ceiba, an insurgent stronghold. As she en- 
tered the harbor she was fired upon bya 
steam launch. The fire was returned and the 
little vessel captured with all on board. The 
Pizatti then landed the troops and after a 
short battle'the insurgents were driven to the 
interior. Inthe battle Gen. Peralta, the in- 
surgent commander at Celba, was taken 
prisonerand together with Sig. Alornoda, 
a relative of the present Minister of War, 
and Sig. Carcamor was shoton the morning 
following the battle. 

After this capture the Pizatti steamed to 
Truxillio, where the Government troops 
landed without difficulty, the insurgents 
having fled tothe interior.
